REMARKS 



Claims 61-81 are pending in this application. 

Claims 75-81 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. § 101 as 
being directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Claims 61-81 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Humpleman et al. U.S. Patent No. 6,288,716 
( "Humpleman" ) . 

The Examiner's rejections are respectfully traversed. 

Applicants have amended claims 61, 68, and 75-81 to 
more particularly define the invention. No new matter has been 
added by the amendments and the amendments are fully supported 
by the original specification. 

Applicants' Reply to the Rejection of 
Claims 75-81 under 35 U.S.C. § 101 

The Examiner rejected claims 75-81 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 101 as being directed to non-statutory subject matter. 
Although applicants do not agree with Examiner's basis for 
rejection, applicants have amended claims 7 5-81 to further 
advance prosecution of this application. 

Accordingly, applicants respectfully request that the 
rejection of claims 75-81 under 35 U.S.C. § 101 be withdrawn.
